DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of the response filed on 1 1 July 2008, which has been entered 
in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 7, 10-12, 14, 16, and 27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The best prior art of record to Shibata et al. (US 6,343,744) teaches the 

noncontact IC card comprising an induction coil wherein the induction coil having a cut- 
off. However, Shibata et al. taken alone or in combination with other reference fails to 
particularly teach that the coil is cut off at a part of the noncontact media to raise the 
impedance of the noncontact media and simultaneously lower the induced current and 
the inductance of the coil to enable the reader-writer to communicate with the plurality of 
the noncontact medium wherein the resonance frequency of the noncontact medium is 
equal to the resonance frequency of the read-writer as presented by the applicant and 
set forth in the claims.
